CLEVELAND'S CABINET. 


t a Very Harmonious Body 


Matesmui. 


•I 


WASHINGTON, February 22. — Some 


time ago it was stated that two members 
ef the Cabinet would withdraw ou ac- 
oonnt of the charges against Garland 
unless the President demanded the res- 
ignation of the Attorney-Genual. A 
little later this report was contradicted. 
It now apoeais on the best authority 
that the statement was truo. The two 
Secretaries were Manning airl Whitney, 
and their determination .was overcome 
in a singular manner. The social life 
runs high here this Winter. Receptions 
of the most elaborate and costly kind 
are held by two or three of th« ladies 
of the Cabinet. 
Nothing equal to the 


present ontlay obtained under any of 
the six Republican President!. 
The 


ladies of the Cabinet are intoiicated 
with the pleasure of social lift, and when 
one of the two Secretaries announced 
his intention to withdraw there was a 
domestic scene which shook his fortitude. 
After the stnleintnt was made that the 
two Secretaries had notified the Presi- 
dent of their intention, Cleveland was 
criticised ganerally by the press for re- 
taining Garland. 
This 
evoked the 


stubborn spirit of the President in its 
worst form, and while he treat! the At- 
torney-General with brutal cruelty in 
his official lie", he said lie wonld not 
dismiss him while under criticism. The 
life, of the Cabinet is saifl to be exceed- 
ingly unpleasant. The President showi 
little consideration for his official fami- 
ly, and th» Democratic Senators are in 
B state oi smothered rebellion against 
the Executive. 


The Sandwich I»lmid«. 


, An ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
the Hawaiian Government who ia in 
Washington says that Germany intends 
to seize the Sandwich Islands. 
Secre- 


tary Bayard has considered this matter 
oi sufficient importance to address a 
note to King Kalakan on the subject. 
H. A. P. Carter, the Hawsiiau Minister 
to this country, went to Europe last 
Fall. It was stated at tho time that the 
chief object of his visit was to confer 
with Bisrnark in regard to the future 
seizure of the Islands. It was after bis 
departure that the State Departmamt in- 
formed the Hawaiian Government that 
the independence of that country has 
been guaranteed by the United States, 
as well as by England and France, and 
that this country wonld prevent any for- 
eign Government from taking control 
of the Islands. 
It is said that the 


Sandwich Islands will be the only high- 
way inn of truvel across the Pacific when 
the Panama canal or some other means 
of ship transportation across the isth- 
mus is computed. The Islands would 
be the mont strategic point of the Pa- 
cific ocean. It.is also said that the men 
who are most interested in a financial 
way in the islands are not averss to the 
control of the islands passing to th* 
German power. 


Will ThanMn Baceeed llaymttt 


CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—The Tribune's 


Columbus special gays : Here at the 
hoB* of llr. Thuman it is believed that 
his Washington visit has more signifi- 
cance than the mere telegraph matter. 
An old friend of Mr. Thnrman states 
that owing to his recent bereavements 
Mr. Bayard will aoon retire; that Sena- 
tor Thurman wjll take charge oi the in- 
terests of the GoTemmtnt in the tele- 
phone cases and afterwardi succeed the 
Delaware statesman. The Administra- 
tion ia now in a dilemma. There is a 
demand for a cbango in the Cabinet, 
and the feeling is much the seme as 
that which prevailed at the time that 
Secretary of vTar Belknap compromised 
the administration of General Grant. 
It 


will be remembered that when President 
Grant looked about for a man of charac- 
ter and ability and one in whom the peo- 
ple had confidence, he selected Hon. 
Alfonso Taft as Secretary of War and 
the entire country applauded, and now 
Mr. Cleveland is very likely to do the 
same thing by inviting ex-Senator Thnr- 
man to come to the support of the Ad- 
ministration.

The New York Tribute says: After 


the return of the Dolphin from her 
spirited conteits with the storms in the 
Gulf stream arrangements was entered 
into by Secretary Whitney and the 
assignees by which she was to be ac- 
cepted on the basis of the original con- 
tract tinder which she was built without 
the proposed suit at law in the Court of 
Claims. Th* Secretary admitted that 
the charge of structural weakness, the 
only remaining allegation against her 
had been disproved and promised to 
draw up the necessary documents under 
which she was to be approved. But up 
to thU time be has failed to make good 
his promise. He has possession of the 
vessel, which cruises about at his com-

Net So Bail as Represented. 


Superintendent Moseley, of the Pacific 


Mail Steamship Company, said to a San 
Francisco Call reporter Monday that 
the statement of a Washington journal 
about ex-Governor Hubbard, United 
States Minister to Japan, was not 
founded on facts. The free passage to 
Yokohama, granted Minister Hubbard 
and bis family, was not a special cour- 
tesy, granted at the request of the ex- 
Governor of Texas. 
One of the regula- 


tions of the company provides for the 
free transportation of the families of 
newly appointed Ministers to China and 
Japan, and it was under that regulation 
that a free passage was given to Minister 
Hubbard when he left last year for 
Yokohama. The report oi a large wine 
bill alleged to have been run up by the 
Minister during the voyage, and which 
he ia said to have refused to pay, was, 
Mr. Moseley said, wholly false, so far 
as his knowledge extended. He certainly 
never forwarded any snch « bill to the 
Board of Directors at New York, re- 
questing them to relieve the steward of 
the responsibility of any wino said to 
have been drunk by the American Min- 
ister. 


The Philadelphia Ledger's New York 


correspondent says: Some curiosity 
was manifested as to the position which 
Senator Warner Miller would take on 
the silver question, bnt tHe result has 
left no doubt in tt.e minds of his hearers 
that he is a bimetallist, desirous of hav- 
ing silver circulated on a parity with 
gold, that the government should en- 
dsavor to have the European nations 
act with na to that end, and that he will 
extend his influence in the Senate 
against unlimited coinage of the silver 
dollar.

Hon. M. E. Post, the banker at Silver 


Cliff, Colorado, has sold one-half inter- 
est in his Percheror horse ranch for 
1360,000. Tho ranch is located on Pole 
and Horse Creeks, four miles north of 
Cheyenne. 
Negotiations have been 


pending all Winter in New York, Will- 
iam H. Force, one of the purchasing 
party, has been at the Wyoming capital 
making a personal investigation of the 
value of the property. 
He is a man of 


keen business tact, and he became com- 
pletely convinced of the judiciousness 
of the purchase. The new owners of the 
half interest are Horace K. Thurber, a 
leading wholesale grocer; James M. 
Jarvie, of the firm of Arbuckle Ic Co., 
heavy coffee merchants; W. H. Force, 
of the firm of Waterbnry & Force; and 
several other healthy gentlemen, all of 
New York City. 


Their intention is to largeley increase 


the business of raising Percheron horees 
and an immense opit.il will be placed 
in the concern for that purpose to make 
it the largest borse-raiaing enterprise in 
the world. 


Senator Fair'* Bi»«b»ll Ground*. 


The Call says active work has been 


commenced upon a new baseball am 
athletio grounds in Alamedc. The site 
is opposite the Nepluue Gardens, and 
near the Terrace Swimming baths. Tbi 
block of land is'the property of Senato 
Fair, and the charges and improvement 
are made at bis expense. The grouni 
is 491 feet long, and 337 feet wide, and 
will be the largest baseball ground on 
either side of the bay. It will be en 
closed with a close board fence 10 fee 
high, the greater part of which is already 
put up. The stand will be 170x32 ten 
and will have seating accommodation 
for 1,500 .persons. The seats will b 
pitched so as to give every spectator 
clear view of the field without stand!u 
up. The open space in front will b 
icreensd by a white netting to preven 
foul balls from the bat passing into th 
stand.

'raaaury says that there are some new 
nd dangerous counterfeit coins and 
jank notes in circulation. Several of 
he counterfeit gold and silver coins of 
"ifferent denominations are particularly 
well executed, and so difficult of dctec- 
ion in ordinary handling that the De- 
lartment advises tbe use of the scales. 
The latest discovery in base imitations 
of gold coins is a $5 piece, with the 
Philadelphia Mint mark, so well made 
hat it ii supposed to have been done 
with a die. It has a good appearance, 
bit is light in weight. The Trens- 
ury 
Department uses a 
kind 
of 


japer for bonds and currency which 
s deemed a better protection against 
counterfeiting than tbe paper used by 
the Bank of England, whose £50, 
£100 


and £500 notes have recently been dan- 
;erously counterfeited. This paper is 
made in a peculiar way and has incor- 
porated in its fibers distributed in many 
Jifferent ways. Eor instance, all genii' 
ine greenback, gold and silver certifi- 
:ates, and the issues of National Baak 
notes are printed on fiber paper, with 
distinctive Hues that are easily wen. 
The greenbacks and certificates have 
all the fibers distributed in 
short 


pieces, with a blue tint, which can be 
detected by lifting u note with a pen. 
The National Bank notes, new issues, 
have 
two pur.illcl threads running 


through them lengthwise, of red and 
blue silk, which can be seen by holding 
11 not» to the light—more readily in the 
white border around it. These threads 
are such a protection to the notes that 
the Department cautions the public not 
io draw them out. All genuine bank 
notes having a brown back and sea), 
and all United States currency having 
the same tint have both kinds of fibre 
combined. Counterfeit $10 and $20

are

using ordinary precautions. Some spiir- 
iouB $5, $10 uncl $20 greenbacks— 
marked 1875—and $50 and $500—series 
of 1869—are printed on imitation 
tributed fibre paper, and on ibis account 
are more than ordinarily dangerons. 
So far as known there »re only two 
counterfeits of brownback notes—a $10 
note on the Third National Bank of 
Cincinnati, and a photographic imita- 
tion $5 note on tbe First National Bank 
of Milwaukee. Neither of these notes 
is printed on fiber paper.
